The election produced almost a 
dead-heot finish, with neither of the 
main partles winning 2 majority in 
Parliament.

ed as the largest single party with 
801 seats, 14 more than in the pre- 
vious Parliament. 

The Conservatives, who had called 
the election to get a mandate from 
the people, lost 26 seats and were 
returned with only 296 members. 
This means thet Britain will have its 
first minority government — since 
Ramaay MacDonald's government of 


The real victors at the polls were 
the Liberal Party (14 seatsi, the 
nationalist parties from Scotland 
{seven seats) and Wales (two), and 
the anti-Faulkner Loyalists from 
Northern Ireland (11 seats). 

Heath, despite the message from 
the people that they do not lke his 
policies, has refused to resign so far. 
Even if Heath ls able to win the sup- 
port of the Liberals, he will still be 
elght short of the 318 seats needed 
to give him «% majority in the 635 
seat House.

EXPLOSION IN AFULA 
Two hurt 
by own bomb

AFULA. — Two Arabs were wound- 
ed in an explosion on Friday morn- 
ing in Atikot Lane, on the southern 
outakirta of Afula. The two men 
were taken to hospital.

Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
called on President Katzir at his 
residence in Jerusalem yesterday 
after four 1 non-party public 
figures had urged the two men se- 
parately to bring about the creation 
of a pational unity government.

Yisrael Dostrovsky and Yigal 
Talmi, leading Weizman Institute 
physicists, met separately with the 
President and with Mr. Dayan before 
the weekend to urre that they act 
in their respective zpheres to per- 
suade Labour to teke Likud into a 
wall-to-wall Cabine .. 

President Katzir and Mr. Dayan 
agreed not to publuize the detailéd 
content of their tal: The President's 
Office announced merely that Prof. 
Katzir had “received the Minister 
of Defence, Mr. Moshe Dayan." It 
is clear, though, that they discussed 
the possibility of establishing a unity 
government and the President's cans- 
titutional role in this time of political 
uncertainty. Sources close to the 
President said Prof. Katzir did not 
intend to take any formal initiative 
at this stage. 

The President ts known to have 
broached with Premier Meir twice 
Since the elections the subject of 2 
unity government — to have the 
Premier explain to him both times 
her view that such a government 
would be effectively paralyzed. 

Prof. Ne’eman told The Post that 
he and his three colleagues — an 
ad hoc grouping of like-minded men 
without political affiliation — had 
sought to persuade Dayan that the 
nation needed a unity government 
to bolster morale at home and Is- 
rael's bargaining strength abroad. 
Dayan seemed to agree in principle, 
said Ne’eman, but he was obviously 
loth to betray his personal loyalty 
to Mrs, Meir or to cause a split with- 
in Labour. 

Last night before the Rafi meet- 
ing, Prof. Ne’eman was hoping that 
his and his colleagues’ persuasiveness 
would be reflected by Dayan’s speech 
to his followers and by their deci- 
sion to press for a unity govern- 
ment.

The Israel and Hgyptian Chiefs- 
of-Staff are likely to meet later 
this week to review the completion 
of the troop disengagement. Israel 
is expected to complete its pullout 
from the Suez Canal’s east bank 
by four o'clock today, while the 
Unef forces which will take over 
will hand it over to Egypt at six 
am, tomorrow — a day ahead of 
schedule.

Billion $ Bonds 
drive opens 


MIAMI BEACH (JTA). An 
initial sale of $178,183,000 in Israel 
Bonds was announced here on Satur- 
day night at the official opening of 
the North American part of a world- 
wide drive to raise one billion 
dollars through the sale of bonds. 

Sam Rothberg, General Chairman 
of the Israel Bond Organization, ob- 
served that an increased amount of 
cBoperation could be expected from 
the non-Jewish community through 
larger bond purchases by banks, in- 
surance companies, pension funds, 
trade unions and various institutions. 
Israel bond sales to these groups in 
1978 increased by 70 per cent over 
1972, to $95 million.

EILAT. — The last minute inter- 
vention of Minister Shi- 
mon Peres averted a general strike 
due to be held here on Friday, 
to protest against the rise in air- 
fares to and from Eilat. 

Mr. Peres, in a reply we arte 

am sent him by Mayor satz, 
reed to leave Yen old fares for 
Hilat residents and firms in fore, 
‘until further discussions could he 
held with him tomorrow. Mean- 
while, Arkia has begun to charge 
the new fare of IL110 (one way) 
for non-residents, up from 170. 

But Mayor Katz told The Jeru- 
salem Post on Friday that all three 
prices — for tourists, residents and 
companies — will be reviewed in 
the discussions with Mr. Peres to- 
morrow. The new prices, he said, 
might “push Eilat back beyond Is- 
rael's borders. They cannot be allow- 
ed while tourism, the city’s biggest 
employer, is only beginning to re- 
cover from an almost total collapse 
caused by the Yom Kippur War.”

HAIFA. — A port worker who al- 
Jegedly knocked a colleagué’s teeth 
out because he wore a red shirt was 
brought before the District Court 
here Friday on charges of aggravat- 
ed assault.

Libya wants joint deals 
with West Germany

BONN. — Libyan Premier Abdel 
Salam Jalloud wound up a four 
day visit in West Germany on Fri- 
day with offers to German indus- 
try of joint business ventures in Lib- 
ya, the developing countries and in 

Europe itself, 


Mr. Jalloud told a gathering of 
top business leaders in Cologne they 
could supply the plants, technology, 
and know-how for these ventures, 
while Libya put up the capital from 
its oil revenues. 

His remarks followed talks with 
Chancellor Willy Brandt and other 
German officials earlier in the week, 
during which Mr. Jalloud said his 
visit here was proof of Libya’s 
“opening” to the world. 

“We are against isolation. What 
we want is cooperation.” Jalloud 
told Mr. Brandt in a dinner speech. 


Mr, Jalloud's extensive talks with 
the Bonn government also touched 
on the Arab-Israel conflict, but Ger- 
man officials said his main interest 
was shopping for technology and 
know-how to help industrialize 
Libya. 

Bonn on the other hand, is in- 
tensely interested in securing its 
oil deliveries at arceptable prices 
from Libya, which is West Ger- 
many’s biggest single supplier, with 
25,6 milton tans last year, 

Officials here appeared modera- 
tely optimistic that Libya would 
cooperate with Bonn in the months 
to come in discussing acceptable 
solutions to the oil problem, though 
they stress he made no promises. 

The talks did not go into details 
of specific economic projects and, 
save for an agreement in principle 
for Bonn to supply technical ex- 
perts to Libya, there were no major 
decisions.

HAIFA. — The General Manager of 
Maritime Fruit Carriers shipping 
company, ‘Mila Brener, has proposed 
a concerted effort to turn Haifa into 
an international shipping centre. He 
said that Israel has proved very suc- 
cessful in merchant shipping and 
could attract shipping investments 
from Jewlsh and non-Jewish sources, 
if it provided the management man- 
power and, to a lesser extent, the 
crews. 

Speaking at the Maritime and 
Economics club on Friday, Mr. Bre- 
ner said his company, founded ten 
years ago, now owns and operates 
42 large, fast refrigeration shi; 
of ἄνω Agim ongtsd each, which 
make it the single refrigera- 
tion fleet owner in the world. Built 
at a cost ‘of "5220m.," the ships 
‘were-now worth $500m.. 

After a tough fight with the 
major refrigeration fleet owners, 
who tried to keep MFC out, the 
company had in 1970 been able to 
reach agreements with leading com- 
petitors in Scandinavia, Germany 
and Britain, Since then they had 
worked 28 a pool, in close harmony, 
operating 100 large ships, which

HAIFA. — A development project 
for Haifa harbour, designed to ex- 
pand the port eastward and onto 
new land to be reclaimed from the 
sea, was discussed by the heads of 
the Ports Authority and the Port 
Management with Mayor Yosef Al- 
mogi last week. In the first stage, 
to be completed within four years, 
L250 million are to be invested.

Discussion on defence budget 


The joint committee on the de- 
fence budget, consisting of Members 
of the Knesset Finance and 
Affairs and Defence Committees, 
continued to deliberate Friday on 
the supplementary Defence budget 
of IL9,100m. proposed for the cur- 
rent budget year.

back to the committee by mid- 
March. The new State Budget, for

Rav-Aluf Elezar also met with 
the Foreign Affairs and Defence 
Committee on Friday, to report on 
the army's deployment on the 
Egyptian front after disengagement 
is completed; on the deployment on 
the Syrian front and the military as- 
Seasment of possible disengagement 
there; and on the army’s manpower 
situation and the extent of dis- 
charge of reservists. 


More Gov’t jobs for Arabs 


Although there is no discrimina- 
tion in the hiring of educated Arabs 
for jobs in government, there is a 
need to reserve more jobs for Arabs, 
Tt has been recommended, there- 
fore, that 25 such jobs be set aside, 
mainly in the Justice, Interior and 
Education Ministries. 

These findings, by a committee 
of directors of Government Minis. 
tries, were reported Friday night on 
an Israel Radio interview by Shmuel 
Toledano, the Prime Minister's Ad- 
wiser on Arab Affairs. Among other 
things, he said, it has been found 
that the decision made to employ 


Arable as an official language in 
various Government offices has not 
been applied, 

In the past, Mr, Toledano pointed 
out, Arabs have declined to apply 
for Government jobs on public 
tender, isi believing they 
could not get them. However, hence- 
forth there will be Arabs sitting on 
the tender panels, There will also 
be more Arabs employed in the 
Arab Affairs departments of var- 
Ἰοὺ Ministries, and more of them 
will be encouraged to take courses 
in preparation for various ‘civil 
service jobs.

BONN. — West Germany anc 
France have agreed to step up ef- 
forts to continue the Europeaz- 
Arab dialogue begun at last Octo- 
ber’s Copenhagen summit of the 
European Common Market, Bont 
Foreign Minister Walter Scheel said 
Friday. 

Mr, Scheel spoke at a press Ccon- 
ference with his French counterpart 
Michel Jobert, who flew into the 
West German capital for a brie 
afternoon consultation prior to U.S 
Secretary of State Henry Hissin- 
ger’s scheduled stopover here Sun- 
day on his return from the Middle 
Bast. 

The meeting between Jobert and 
Scheel was characterized by un- 
usual cordiality, Both men, but par- 
ticularly Mr. Jobert, appeared at 
Pains to patch over the differences 
which appeared at the Washing: 
ton energy conference last month, 
when France refused to join a U.S. 
sponsored transatlantic committee 
to deal with the energy problem. 

After the Washington confe- 
rence, where the French argued 
that their European partners 
had given in to American at- 
tempts to achieve hegemony, 
Mr. Jobert told the foreign rela- 
tions committee of the French 
National Assembly: ‘The next 
time I meet my German and 
English colleagues, I will say 
to them ~ with a smile natu- 
rally — hello traftors.” 

At the Friday press conference 
here, Mr. Jobert opened his re- 
marks by turning to Mr. Scheel, 
saying in German, “My dear 
friend, I am very happy to see 
you again.” 

It was not clear whether the Eu- 
ropean-Arab dialogue, dealing with 
long-term economic cooperation 
with 20 Arab states, would conflict 
with the United States’ desire for 
a forum of all major Western 
countries to deal with the oil 
shortage and prices. 

But German officials indicated the 
French had softened their position 
somewhat, They said the french 
were now ready to accept transat- 
lantic coordination in energy mat- 
ters as long as it is integrated into 
a European-Arab dialogue.

Jewish MPs returned

LONDON. — A record number of 
45 Jews will sit in the House of 
Commons when it reconvenes on 
March 12, the Ἔ number ever 

to sit in a single Parliament. 

Only one of the 39 Jews who 
were seeking re-election was de- 
feated, and seven new candidates 
were victorious at the polls. 

The Jewish MPs are spread among 
the three parties — 33 Labourites, 
11 Conservatives, and one Liberal. 

Support for Israel will be strong 
in the new Parliament. In addition 
to the Jewish members, a large 
number of friends of Israel have 
been elected, the majority from the 
Labour Party but also among the 
Conservatives. 

Dr. 5. Levenberg, the Jewish 
Agency representative in Britain, 
who recorded these facts for me, 
noted that two new pro-Arab Labour 
MPs were also elected. 

Dr. Levenberg, who analysed the 
election results at the opening 
session last night of the annual 
conference of the Zionist Federa- 
tion, noted that many Jews who 
formerly voted Conservative swit- 
ehed to supporting Liberal candi- 
dates. He noted that in Prestwich, 
Manchester, a Tory candidate who 
had supported the government on 
its arms embargo during the Octo- 
ber war was defeated, mainly by 
the switch of jewish voters. 

One of the biggest surprise wins 
was scored by 60-year-old 
Setby who defeated the sitting Scot- 
tish Nationalist MP Mrs. Margo 
MacDonald in the Glasgow Govan 
constitutency.

Chou says drive won’t 


change foreign policy 
Peking ‘soft 5611 to Taiwan 


HONGKONG. — Premier Chou En- 
lai has given reassurances that a 
Mass political campaign mow under- 
way in Communist China will not 
affect the course of his govern- 
ment's foreign policy. 

Chou said on Friday the campaign 
was “οὐ great immediate signifi- 
cance and far-reaching historic im- 
portance." He vowed that this 
“great struggle of criticizing Lin 
Piao and Confucius" would be car- 
Tied “through to the end.” 

It was the second time last week 
that Chou spoke out on the cam- 
paign, which centres around criti- 
cism of the ancient sage Confucius 
and Lin Piao, former Defence Mi- 
mister and heir-apparent to Com- 
munist Party Chairman Maso Tse- 
tung who died in September 1971 
in a plot against Mao. 

Chou spoke on Friday at a ban- 

quet hosted by a visiting head of 
State, President Houarl Boumedienne 
of Algeria, and his speech was 
broadcast by the official New China 
News Agency, 
Boumedilenne left Peking yesterday 
for North Korea, where he will 
spend 48 hours before going on to 
Hanoi for a two-day visit. Another 
visitor who left was President Ken- 
neth Kuanda of Zambia who flew 
to Pakistan. , 

‘Meanwhile, the New China News 
Agency on Friday also published an 
invitation ‘to the “patriots" of Tai- 
wan to visit relatives and friends 
on the China mainland under gua- 
rantees of safe entry and departure. 

The gesture was made during a 
meeting in Peking to commemorate 
the February 28, 1947 incident on 
‘Taiwan when: Nationalist Chinese 
troops put down an uprising which 


‘ended in the-death of thousands of 


Taiwanese, NCNA reported. 
Liao Cheng-chih, a Communist 


active in overseas affairs whose fa- 
ther and mother were early mem- 
bers of Dr. Sun Yat-sen's Kuomin- 
tang Party, said in a speech that 
many of the two million National- 
ists who went to Taiwan in 1949, 
after the Communist conquest of the 
Mmainiand, were patriots “and only 
a few are traitors.” 

He said he hoped they would not 
miss the chance “to contribute to 
the great cause of unifying the 
Motherland It has been the consis- 
tent policy of our party and gov- 
ernment that all patriots belong to 
one big family, whether they come 
forward early or late. We welcome 
them to the mainland of the mother- 
land to visit relatives and friends 
and make tours. We will ensure 
their safety and freedom of entry 
and departure.” 

The invitation is part of Peking's 
continuing “soft sell" campaign to 
bring about a negotiated return of 
the island which is the seat of 
Chiang Eai-shek’s Republic of China

Almost none of the hotel pro- 
jects launched before the war has 
been discontinued.

An application by 
Canadian Pacific for a 650-reoom 
hotel was approved recently by the 
Tourist Industry Development Cor- 
poration,: A 1,100-room project 
planned to be included in the 
Dizengoff Centre — and several 
more — have been approved by the 
Tourism Ministry and are now look- 
ing forward to the approval of the 
respective development loans. 

This remarkable situation cannot 
be explained as the result of mis- 
directed speculation.

Floating the Israeli pound 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir — I with Mr. Voet's 
analysis of the effects of allowing 
the Israel pound to float also in 
terms of the U.S. dollar (January 
21) except in one important respect. 
Mr. Voet says that ‘the power of 
the Government is more limited 
under a system of floating rates 
than when the most important rate, 
that of the U.S. dollar, is fixed in 
advance." In my opinion, the 
contrary ig the case. Government 
policy can be much mor2 exible 
under a floating rate system and 
this could be of great advantage. 

Conditions in Israeli credit 
markets are often governed by 
changes. When a devaluation is 
expected, people refrain as much 
as possible from converting foreign 
currency into Israel pounds, The 
result can be a severe credit 
shortage and disruption of invest- 
ment and production, If and when 
devaluation takes place, the new 
rate has to be at a level sufficierit- 
ly low to be credible. At the new 
exchange rate, therefore, there will 
be a big rush. of conversion of 
foreign currency into Israel pounds 
and this is likely to be very infla- 
tionary. Thus financial conditions 
change rapidly from famine to feast, 
both extreme conditions being equal- 
ly disruptive in their respective 
ways. If the exchange rate were 
not fixed, the Government could 
allow the rate to find its own level 
from time to time. This level would 
be determined by supply and demand 
of foreign currency, though 


supply and demand would continue 2 


to be governed by exchange control 
and - other 
need and of the Govern- 


ment to convert its own foreign 
currency holdings into local cur- 


rency. 
would have a freer hand to regulate 
credit conditfons precisely because 
it would not be compelled to deflate 
or inflate the money supply against 
its own wishes to its com- 
mitment to a fixed exchange rate. 
Floating currencies have now be- 
come “respectable” internationally 
and even the International Monetary 
Fund recognizes that they are 
Inevitable in many cases. Israel, not 
having a major international cur- 
rency, could not be blamed for 
following this fashion, even though, 
generally speaking, floating rates 
may be abused from time to time 
by some of the larger countries as 
ἃ means of obtaining unfair advan- 
tages in international trade at the 
expense of others.
